The coast of Californii north of San 
Fiancısco, including the whole of Orégon 
to 49 deg , has been thoroughly cvamined, 
and valuable itformation obtained In the 
course of this examination, and after vis.

honorable men must aspue, and the case 
is gonerally regm ded as morc aggravated 
when the subject of deception has been 
the unsuspecting indigent of the country, 
whose situation detnands protection the 
more apparent 

The total disiegard by the English 
Government of these inestimable primei 
ples, towards then Amer.can colonies, 
was one of thé leading causes which led 
fo the separation of ‘the latter fiom the 
former, anu caused our ancestots, mn the 
formation of their new government, to 
place in the hands of the people a more 
pacific remedy than that of ievolution, 
the citizen having been cieated sovereign, 
and the lepreseniative the servant of the 
people Thus we may easily see wheic 
the remedy hes 

And now I wish to call your attention 
to the conduct of our s¢ivants in Çon- 
gress 

Duung the 27th Congress, in the win- 
ter of 1842, the late “Dr. Linn intro. 
duced into the Senate of the United 
States, the following provision, embod- 
ved ina bill evtending the Jurisdiction 
tie United Starch over Oregon Terre 
tory, ke &e 

“And be u further enacted, That pio- 
vsin hereafter shall be made by law to 
secure a giant of 640 acres of land to 
every “Inte male mbabitant of the Ter- 
utory of Oregon, of the age of 18 years 
and upwards, who shall cūlnvato and use 
the same foi five consecutive years, or to 
lus hens in caso of Ins decease. 

“And be u further enacted, That to 
every such inhabitant being a married; 
man, there shall be gantel in addition, 
ope hundred and sixty acies to his wife, 
and the like quantity of one hundred and 
si\ty acres to the father for each child 
unde. the age of eighteen years he may 
have, or which may bo born within the five 
years aforesaid ” 

This Bul, which passed the Senate at 
that Session, and was laid on the table in 
the lowor House, on account, as was al- 
lodged, of the advanced stage of the treaty, 
was followed by the passage of another, 
in very nearly the same words, dunung 
the 28th Congress, which was introduced 
1a the Senato | by the Ion. David R Atech- 
1gon, on the 19th December, 1814 So 
Intent had become the Government and 
all the cinzens of the United States to 
take possession of the country in dispute, 
and by that means put a stop to the ob 
Sunacy of the English Government, that 
President Polk, in his tnnual message to 
Congiess, declared that to question that 
Congress would ultimately make liberal 
grants of land to the hardy pioneer to Ore- 
Gon, would be to question the integiity of 
ou Representatives in Congicss 

This was followed by the ummadiate n- 
Hoduction of a Bill in the House of Rep- 
Tesentatives, and finally of its passage on 
the 19th of April; 1816, (just two months 
to a day before tho valification of the 
Heaty of the two governments) by the | 
overwhelming majonty of TLE to 40, as 
follows

After the passage of the Bill in the low 
er House by such a triumphant mayouty, 
and a few days before the ratification of 
the tieaty between the two goveinments 
above mentioned, the subject of land giants 
in Otogon seems to have been lost sight 
of until ayfam days abeak but tow Mis j? 
fercntly do the features of that Bill come 
to us now’ how widely short of Cie ine 
ducements noid out to promote the settlo- 
ment inthe first place Let us examine 
ls features Instead of 640 acres, 320 aie 
granted , instead of¢160 to each child, 
the subject seems not to have been thought 
of hy the late Congress The three pie- 
vious Bills which weie introduced and all 
of which passed one or the othe: of the 
two ITouses of Congress, did not require 
residence on the same, and that of the 
popula: bianch did not even requue cul- 
tivation, no. did the organie prosisions 
of Oregon, which secwed and regulated 
the aight of possession up to the passage 
of this law, and which had been carodfully 
framed in view of the previous action of 
Congress, require a residence on the land 
You will perceive, then, the effects of the 
passage of this pernicious law, (if I may 
so term part of its feature) It abrogates 
atone sweep the law regulating the Tight 
of possession, both under the organic law 
of the Provisional Government of the late 
Legislative enactments of Oregon Teri- 
tory, because the right of a single man ta 
610 acres, ceases, and the man who enters 
upon and cultivate the unimproved half, 
and otherwise complies with the provis- 
ions of tins act, acquires an immediate 
and an ingohate right, that the laws of 
thas or no other country can interfere with 
Again, this law is seductye in its opera- 
tion, It ofleig a boy, over the age of 18, 
and under the age of 21 yeas, 330 acies 
of land, but he must reside on 1t and cnl- 
inate tt four consecutive years, thas de- 
coying lim fiom unde: the protection of 
the parental rp0f, contrary to statutory 
provisions of the Territory
